York, Me., Jan. 13.—It has just 


been learned that the schooner Ore- 
gon, 
a little vessel of 65 tons burden, 


was -wrecked on a deserted bit of 
coast near here in the fierce south- 
east gale, Sunday night. 


The Oregon was on her way from 


Gloucester to her home port of Rock 
land, and her captain was probably 
unable to make Portsmouth harbor 
on account of the heavy snow storm. 


The vessel's crew consisted of but 


two men, besides the captain, and 
all efforts to keep her away from 
the coast were unavailing. She was 
finally driven ashore in Godfrey's 
cove, a short distrance this side of 
Sea Point. 


The three men were obliged to leap 


overboard and half waded and half 
swam to the 
beach. 
They were 


frightfully buffeted by the waves and 
when they landed they were badly 
bruised and were suffering terribly 
from their long exposure ta the ele- 
ments. 


The schooner was wrecked about 


6 o'clock aad the darkness was almost 
Egyptian. There is but one house in 
the vicinity of Godfrey's Core bu,.

would tave been fatal.

toms Mild Tre«me»t. 


Dr. Cmead of the National Stockman 


deprecates undue alarm over the out- 
break of fcot and mouth disease in 
New England and ccn«ljers that some 
of the statements afloat about it are 
liable to do more harm than the dis- 
ease itself. While it is highly conta- 
gious and needs quarantining, he says 
U is only iu rare instances communica- 
ble to man. As to the use of milk from 
afflicted cows, in most cases the sup- 
pression of unlit secretion follows the 
priaoary fever that takes place soon 
after infection, and if the old cow 
gives no milk for market what is the 
use of scariug milk consumers? How- 
e\er, after stating in advance tbat be 
doesn't think his readers will ever see 
a cass of IT, Dr. Smead gives the symp- 
toms cs follows. 


The place or point of infection is usu- 


ally the feet, about the coronet There 
the virus or germ finds a lodgment 
which soon creates an itching, soon a 
pustule. The animal licks it, and the 
mouth becomes Infected. Blister* soon 
appear, then a drooling, a shivering fit 
sometimes. Some cough (not unlike 
that of measles in people). A rise of 
temperature of from 1 to 3 degrees en- 
•ues. If a cow, her milk flow nearly 
ceases. ID fact, her mouth is in such a 
condition that she rarely can eat solid 
food. Water and gruel she will drink 
to some extent The disease will usu- 
ally run its course In from ten days to 
two weeks -when In a mild form. When 
they die, it usually is from the lungs or 
glands of the system becoming dis- 
eased as an effect from which they die 
later. 


Should any reader ever suspect a 


cage In his herd isolate the animal 
at once, get a bottle of pure crystal 
carbolic acid, melt Jt by setting the 
bottle in warm water after removing 
the cork. When melted, add half as 
much glycerin. 
This will keep it 


liquid. Put a tablespoonful of this in 
one quart of warm water and sponge 
the feet, month and legs of the ailing 
one with It. With your hands In this 
solution you need have no fear of be- 
coming infected yourself at all, and as 
a safeguard use the same on your other 
cattle's feet and legs. If you hear your 
neighbor's cattle have it, keep away 
from them unless you are needed to 
help treat them. Then change your 
outer garments aiid wash your boots in 
the carbolic solution before you go In 
your cattle, sheep or hog yards.

Priced Land, Intensive Farm- 
Ing; and Specialisation. 


Farmers in thickly settled districts 


take naturally to concentrated or "in- 
tensive" farming. They have high 
priced land, manure cheap and plenty 
and almost unlimited markets for the 
best grades of fresh produce. 


The result is shown conspicuously in 


a state like Massachusetts, -where 87 
per cent of the people live in cities and 
where, by the rapid increase of popu- 
lation during the past twenty years, 
the farmers' nearby market has in- 
creased three and a half times. In 
the state mentioned the number of 
acres cultivated has, according to the 
statistics of Professor Waugh, de- 
creased 22 per cent, and this alongside 
the great enlargement of the maiket. 
Most of the land thus gradually aban- 
doned was not suited for high giadu 
tillage crops and has been loft to pas- 
turage and forest giowth On the other 
hand, the amount of farm products bas 
increased 51 per cent. 


In otlier words, Massachusetts farm- 


ers raise one-half rooie pioduce on 
throe-fourths the area as compared 
with twenty years ago. Thus the •uoik- 
ing farms have grown smaller, v»hile 
the crops have grow n larger aiid more 
valuable. 
The greater part of this 


change is evidently in tho farming ic- 
gions in close touch with city maikets. 
The more remote sections show fewer 
changes in twenty years. Yet the 
same tendency to concentrate efforts 
on the best land is everywhere noted. 


Specialization ~is another influence 


which hae raised crop values. Farm- 
ing under cloth, gardening under glass, 
drainage, heavy manuring and all the 
various methods of blph pressure ag- 
riculture have all done their part. The 
farmers of the thickly settled sections 
have become largely gardeners, milk 
producers, fruit giowers and the like, 
and the old tune, all aiound farmer is 
in the minority. This tendency is from 
most points of \iew one to be com- 
mended. It tends to remove tho farm- 
er from distant competition, to belp 
nim learn to raise at least one product 
well, to increase bis skill and general 
intelligence and to increase the aver- 
age of profit.—American Cultivator.

much higher salary as vice governor of 
the Philippines than he does as direct- 
or of the bureau of American .repub- 
lics, his acceptance of the first named 
place involves the relinquishnicnt Of 
many ambitions plans he has cherished 
looking to the extension of the present 
bureau into an institution far beyond 
its present importance and scope. 


Mr. Rockhill has also served as Unit- 


ed States minister to Greece, Rotun.inia 
and Scrvia. He is forty-eight years 
old. 


While the latest exchange of diplo- 


matic posts was somewhat of a sur- 
prise, it really was the result and made 
possible by the general shakenp of for- 
eign ministers last September. The 
present shift sends David Jayne Hill, 
first assistant secretary of state, as 
minister to Switzerland; Francis B. 
Loomis. now minister to Portugal, suc- 
ceeds Dr. Hill in the state department', 
and Charles Page Bryan, minister to 
Switzerland, becomes minister to Por- 
tugal.

THE KING'S SLEEPING COJIPAET3IEST. 


in gold. The interior arrangements are- 
as perfect as they are elaborate and 
closeiy follow the lines of several of the 
American wheeled palaces. 


The king's smoking room is a cozy 


apartment in mahogany, with fine in- 
lays of rosewood and satinwoed. His 
cay compartment is in the colonial 
style in white enamel. The furniture is 
in satinwood inlaid with ivory. This 
room is also treated in green, but of a 
lighter tone. Electric heaters are in- 
troduced. His bed and dressing rooms 
are also in white enamel, with silver 
plated fittings, the upholstery generally 
being of a soft green shade. 


In its general arrangement the queen's 


saloon is similar to that of the king, 
with the addition that accommodation 
is provided for Princess Victoria. All 
the queen's rooms are in white enamel, 
and the predominating color is blue. 
Her bedroom is draped in soft pink; 
Adjoining this is her dressing room. 


At the end of each saloon is the at- 


tendants' apartment, which is fitted 
with a seat that can be turned into a 
bed for night traveling and also with 
electrical appliances for cocking. 


There are balconies to each saloon, 


which are fitted with windows so that 
llv.'y can be used as observation cars. 
Those balcony ends are heated by 
steam, and tho two saloons are gang- 
wayed together so as» to enable any 
one to piiss from one end of the royal 
(rain to the other. 


To show the completeness and mocl- 


ernness cf t'ue appointments it may be 
mentioned that the king's saloon is fit- 
ted with electric cigar .lighters, and 
each compartment is provided with 
portable table lamps.

The long service of Dr. vou H>. lie- 
ben at Washington and his impaired 
health lead to the belief in diplomatic 
circles thai he will not resume charge 
of the Washington embassy. 


Dr. von Holleben succeeded 
the 


Baron Max von Thielmann as -ambassa- 
dor extraordinary and minister pleni- 
potentiary of the German empire to the 
United States. His appointment dates 
from November, 1S97. Previous to that 
time he had filled the post of German 
minister to this country from March, 
ISlT-i. to September, 1S03. The post was 
then, raised to an embassy, and Dr. von 
Holleben was replaced by Ambassador 
Saurma-.Teltseh, who later was sent to 
Constantinople. 


Dr. von Holleben has always been 


a favorite in Washington, and it is 
hoped that his absence will only be 
temporary. There are reasons for th<i 
belief, however, that Dr. von Hollebeu 
did not fill till the expectation cf the 
German emperor. in the Venezuelan 
matter and that his leave of absence is 
virtually a reealL 


In his younger days Dr. von Holleben 


was noted as a duelist and fought 
many sanguinary battles. Probably 
the closest call he ever had was in a 
duel with Colonel Beverly, an English 
army officer. . It occurred during a visit 
of the Duke and Duchess of Conisaught • 
to Germany.

Baron Speck von Steniburg, who has 


been assigned to Washington as charge 
d'affaires, was for several years secre- 
tary of the Gorman embassy to this 
country. 
Subsequent to that he wan 


sent here to negotiate a reciprocity troa- 
ty. Fi'Ojn Washington ho was sent to 
Samoa during the troubles there as a 
commissioner. For his successful serv- 
ices there ho was made consul general 
at Calcutta. About two years ago Bar- 
on von Sternburg was married to Miss 
Lilihin May Langham. a nicre or! Ar- 
thur I.anghar.i of Louisville, Ky. 


Baron Speck von Sternburg is re-
